Question, 


Colonel Charles Denby, one of the Com- 
inisclomers to sot un sn Advisory Board In 
the Philippines to President Meifinloy aud 
Congress, arrivel in Hongkong this morn 
ing hy tho America Miri, on his way to 
Manila, 


Tho Sun’ Franoisto Chronice has_the 
fullowing notige of Culonel Denby :—Less 
than a year oxo Colonel Denby passed 
through San Francisco en route to his 
homein Evansville, Ind., expecting than 
that he was on his way homo to stay. 
Sinoe then he has bad twa political appoint- 
menta, uno on the gommission which inves- 
tigated the. War Department and which 
recently completed its task, sand now 
on, the Coansission of the Philippines, 

tthough this Cununission is only advisory 
te the President und Congress, its voice 
will be important in determining the future 
of the Philippines,

Colonel Denby is in the peculiar position 
of a Democrat in pigh favor with the Ad. 
ministration. Born in Virginia, educated 
at Georgetown and at the Virginia Military 
Academy at Lexington, he fought for the 
Union and wastwiee wounded in battle. 
President Cleveland uppointed him Minister 
to China in 1888, and through a most suc- 
eessful manwuvro he was retained by Presi- 
dent Harrison, and lasted thrvugh President 
Cleveland's seoond administration, retiring 
from tho Orient only ia 1898, Ho was 
succesful and popular there—so much so 
that when Harrison was elected and there 
socnied some danger of his losing his politi- 
enl head, the President was simply delaged 
with letters frum prominant men in Chinn 
nnd slsewhere petioning for Denby's ra- 
tention,

by bed expressed his views on the 

n of the Philippines. These views 
published in wumborless intorviows, 

aud ‘were well known ut the tino of the ap- 
pointment. Hodoey not mind telling what 
his views on tlic Philippines question were 
before his appointment, and. he even went 
0 far last night as to say that the recent 
war nows from the islands lind not changed 
his opinion. In August, 1898, when Colo- 
nul Denby waa in San Francisco, he ssi 
that he conridered the annexation of the 
Hawaii.n islands ‘an act of great wisdom.’ 
He has always been a consistent expansion- 
ist. : 

He said last night: ‘I wish it distinctly 
understood that thqwviews I hold concerning 
the Philippines are those I held before my 
appointment, and which I expressed pubiic- 
ly atthnt time. I have nothing te say as te 
my upinionsat the present time. 1 have 


always thought that we should hold the | 


Philippines, whether as coluny, dependency. 
a question to be determised later. The 
trouble with usin ‘incries is that we lack 
backbone. We hold the Philippines exactly 
sa we bold Porto Rico. I suppose the title 
cannot be held to have passed until the 
treaty is ratified by Spain, but wo certainly 
have a strong moral claim tu the islands. 
Our title is the strongest that a country can 
possibly hase—a title by conquest, 


‘ ‘fhe present difficultes have not changed 
my mind in this regard. These men are 
simply rebels, who do not represent the 
sentiment of the country, When For- 
mosa was transferred from China to Japan, 
the envoys of China who were to haod 
the islands over to Japan did not dare 
land, so strong was the feeling of the coun- 
try against them. They sailed in aight of the 
island and there read a paper which formal- 
ly transferred tho island to Japan. There 
was a rebellion, but it amounted to nothing. 
Jnpan quickly subdued it, and the island 
has been guict ever since. It will be the 
game in the Philippines. OF course, the 
President is sorry and we aro all sorry that 
there had to be hlondshed, but eur soldiers 
could not help firirg back when they wera 
fired upon, st does not matter whether 
these people want to be governed by us or 
not. e settled that question in ’6L, '€2, 
63 and ’64, when we fought to govern a 
people who did nut want to be governed by 
us. After we had conquered them we re- 
consiructed their governments for thew, 
and when we had finished wo turucd the 
gevernmenis uver to them. The same 
thingy will be done in thé Philippines. 
These nien who are fighting are nothing 
but rebels and mnst be conquered. We 
are prevented by cur own past from-giving 
them up,’ . 


Colonel Denby also has decided views on 
the question of the Orient and Chincae 
trade, on which his long’ experiences in 
China fits hin te speak with authority 
Ue ix in’ sul sreement with Lurd 
Beresford on the main points of the latter's 
policy. He ad d this country to pro- 
test at the time when the first partition of 
China oceurred and he has stuod for such a 
vigorous policy cver since. He believes 
that the great powers chiefly interested in 
Chinese trajle should stand together to 
prevent further dismemberinent of tho old 
rinpire, and he docs not believe that the 
specious promises of greedy European 
powers should be respected. He thinks 
that England has acted in the matter in 
bad faith avd foclishly. In the first in- 
stance Knglind took a hand in the work of 
partition, and Jater, when sho made a de- 
wand in regard lo Russian ageression, she 
backed down. Colonel Denby criticises 
Lord Salisbury for believing that after 
China lid been diamembered the treaty 
ports and free ports would bo continual. 
Vith Lord Beresford he reguris the dis- 
memberment of China as radically unsafe, 
and wants to seo tho treatics maintained as 
at present. 


In spite of this ngreement with Lord 
Beresford on the subject of partition and 
the recommendation that the interested 
powers should provont any furthor advance 
in this direction, he.docs not betiove.in the 
open-door policy. ‘ 

‘The open dvor is all nonsenso,’ ho saya 
‘categorically. ‘They are always talking 
about it in Parliament, and most of them 
do not know what it means, The iden that 
the various nations would partition China 
first and preserve the ** open-dour ! after- 
ward for. the bencht of somo other nation is 
absurd.. We don’t want any open door, 
What wo want is the treaty ports as they 
are now. Aoy change in China looking 
toward the establishment of European co- 
lonies will be' detrimental to us. That is 
what I have insisted all along. The inter- 
ference should have begun long ago and 
should have been firm. Thero should be

LECTURY SY CAPTAIN G. 0. ANDERSOY, 

—Yeatorday afternoon, Captain G, C. An- 
derson delivered a lectura under tho 
asupisos of tho Odd Volumes Soolaty in the 
City Hall, on ' Rritish Intoresta fn the Fur 
Kast! Me G. Sharp ocouplod the chnir, 

Captain Anderson remarked that Brith 
interestuin tho Far Past embraced, as evcry> 
cho knew, « very wid oxtent of subjects, 
Indeod aa a high Russiun official once ro- 
marked to him when discussing the Port 
Lazare business in 1879, ‘ Your British in- 
toroate, they are up in the alr and down in 
the aca, and wherever one turns there is a 
Britizh interest involved.’ British policy 
could not be described as a dog-in-the. man- 
gor one, for our country and our coluniqs 
were open [to mon of every nation 
and creed on equal terms with ourselves. 


Hero in Hongkong, everyone was weicome 
sd long as thoy were good citizens and 
obeyed the lnw, and one had only to 
walk along Queen's Road-to see how advan- 
tago of this was tuken, fur there one met 
nen of every known country and erced, 
ond, added the lvcturer, ‘we aro particu- 
larly tenacious that no word should spoken 
to hurt the feelings of the stranger within 
our gates. This applies wherever the Brit- 
ish flag flios, and despite what is termed the 
intolerable urroeance of Britisher, the sense 
of fair play among them is universal, fromthe 
Prince of Wales to the ervssing sweeper.’ 
(Applause.) After touching on the Fas- 
hoda incident, the war butween Ameriua 
and Spain, the latter of whiel: had, he anid, 
put quite a different aspect on the politica!
